"Sir: — Our Government guaran- 
tees to all its citizens the privilege 
of free speech, so that every Ameri 
can has the natural righttoexpress 
in a proper manner his political 
opinions.

The civil- 
service law was intended not to de- 
stroy these rights, but to protect 
them, so that the minor official 
should at least be secure in defend 
ingthe creed and nominee of his 
party, as would be a Cabinet ofticei 
in exercising the same inalienabh 
rights. 

••No objection on your part to my 
activity in the campaign which has 
just closed was ever made known 
to me pending the campaign 
the contrary.

A Tery puzzling young person i« at

Parisians. She is known to fame as 
Mile. Lina. Till recently she was an 
, artist', model. 'Hen Col. De Rochaa 
JL on d M. Jules Bois discovered her 
strange capabilities, and Mile. Lina 
1 has since passed much of her time in 
hypnotic trances, a state in which sh 
performs wonders that must be seei 
y. to be believed. Her sponsors, it will 
well to remark, are men of high 
ftwiding and acknowledged reputa- 
tion, and not professional organizers 
of rare shows. Col. de Rochas is at 
the head of the Ecole Poly technique, 
a government institution, and one of 
the foremost educational establish- 
ments in France. M. Jules Bois is 
Wfiong the most talented of the young- 
er school of French hypnotism and 
kindred subject*. 

Presented under these auspices, 
Mile. Lina cannot be dismissed as a 
vulgar impostor. Her pretensions at 
any rate deserve to be looked into. 
-They are wonderful enough. Mile. 
Lina, for instance, ia the best subject 
Col. de Rochas haa so far come across 
for demonstrating the phenomenon 
he terms the "exteriorization of sensi- 
bility." When in a trance her sensi- 
bility leaves her body and can be lo- 
calized by the operator in any object 
he desires within a few feet of her. If 
this object be pricked or otherwise 
manipulated, Mile. Lina experiencea 
exactly the same sensation as if the 
act had been performed on her own 
person, whereas her body, while she 
ss in this state, is wholly insensible. It 
may be objected that this sort of thing 
might be feigned. Colonel deRochae, 
however, vouches for several case* in 
"which deception would seem to be out 
of the question. On one occasion, for 
example, the sensibility of Mile. Lina 
bad been transferred to a photo- 
graphic plate. Various experiments 
were made, and then the subject was 
brought back, as it was thought, to her 
normal condition. After the lapse of 
a considerable time Mile. Lina was 
ttddt'nly seized with shivering, and 
wen with violent sickness. It was 
found that simulfaneously with the 
appearance of thfse symptoms M. 
Euer, to whom the photographic plate 
belonged, had immersed it, unknown 
to the rest of the company, and in a 
ifark room in a distant corner of the 
house, in a chemical bath, and was de- 
V veloping it in the usual way — a proc- 
_X ess which had afflicted Mile. Lina with 
U.?ort of seasickness. 

In another curious set of exper- 
iments music played an important 
part. It was founa that when a piano 
i played within hearing of Mile, 
ia while she was under the hyp- 
notic influence she adopted attitudes 
suitable to the music played. In 
every case the attitudes were so strik- 
ingly beautiful and apposite as to ex- 
cite the admiration of the operatic 
artists and painters who had been in- 
' vited to witness the experiments. 
Here, again, the suspicion might arise 
of deception, though there is no rea- 
son to U'lieve that Mile. Lina has ever 
bad any musical or dramatic train- 
ing. But direct proof has beenfortli- 
cpniing of the genuineness of the phe- 
nomena. . A Polish musical composer 
who witnessed some of the ex- 
periments asked to be allowed to ap- 
ply a test that would satisfy him that 
Mile. Lina was not merely going 
' • through a performance rehearsed be- 
• A ftfrehfipd. What he did was to play a 
Polish country dance that lias fallen 
even in'Poland into almost entire ob- 
livion. To his astonishment Mile, 
lina" went through the dance exactly 
as it 'ought to be performed, though 
. it was utterly impossible that she 
, could have learned the proper ges- 
■ tures and measure. 

. Such are a few of the facts; as to 
.their explanation, that I must leave 
' to Col. de Rochas or M. Jules Bois.
